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TWO DEAD IN STRANGE SHOOTING SCRAPE 
INVOLVING GIRL, 17, AND PAR JONES, 4 3

P. E. “Pab” Jones, 43, died in the Emergency Hospital about 2 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon from pistol wounds self inflicted about midnight Friday, 
after he had sent a .38 caliber bullet through the heart of his 
niece, Miss 
Maymie Jones, 17, killing tier instantly. 
The body was removed 
to 
the 
Welsh Undertaking Parlor, where it was prepared for burial. 
Coroner George Dempster stated that a final verdict 
in 
the 
matter 
might be reached on Monday, June 9 or the Monday following, at which the 
jury would be reconvened from the original session held early Saturday over 
the body of the slain girl. 


Saturday morning, June 7.— May­ 
mie Jones, seventeen 
years old, 
is 
dead 
and 
her 
uncle, 
P. E. “Pab” 
Jones, is in critical condition at 
the 
Emergency Hospital, culminating 
a 
strange, unexplained death pact. 
A coroner's jury adjourned about 
10 o’clock Saturday morning without 
returning a verdict, pending the re­ 
covery or death of Jones. 
The story as pieced together from 
testimony of witnesses begins sever­ 
al years ago in Texas. 
Mart Jones, 
father of the slain girl, died 
in 
a 
railroad accident, and Maymie lived 
for some time with her mother. 
She 
was then placed in a covent, hut was 
subsequently placed with her uncle 
and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Pah Jones of 
Austin, Texas. 
She remained 
with 
this family until about two months 
ago, in the meantime assisting Mrs. 
Jones in caring for 
Pab, 
after he 
sustained an injury to his hip. 
Two 
months ago Maymie came to Sikes- 
ton and made her home 
with 
her 
grandmother, 
Mrs. Sarah 
Mayes, 
mother of Pah and Mart Jones. 
Pab and his wife returned to Sik­ 
eston last Thursday. 
He w'as unable 
to work since his accident, he 
told 
his sister, Mrs. .T. J 
Limbaugh, and 
asked that she send money to make 
the trip to this city. 
Events leading up to the tragedy 
had their beginning Friday evening 
at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bill 
Johnson, living in the Dempster pro­ 
perty on School Street. 
Mrs. Lim- 
haugh, Mr. and Mrs. Pah Jones 
and 
Mr. and Mrs. Johnson were “kidding 
and 
joking 
amorffr 
themselves’ . 
when Maymie and her boy friend, Joe 
Morrison were seen coming up 
the 
driveway. 
Joe remained in the liv­ 
ing room while Maymie entered the 
the kitchen where the folks were as­ 
sembled and entered into an 
argu­ 
ment with Pah. It seems that the lat­ 
ter objected to Maymie’s friendship 
with Morrison. 
Testimony revealed that Jones fin­ 
ally produced a revolver 
from 
his 
shirt bosom and threatened the Jones 
girl, demanding finally that she ac­ 
company him to her 
grandmother’s 
home. 
Johnson made an attempt to 
wrest the gun from 
Pah, 
but 
fell 
back when Jones said, “Get away or 
I’ll let you have it”. 
Pab and the girl left, driving 
to 


the end of Olive Stret and south on 
Highway 61 
toward 
New 
Madrid. 
Mr. Limbaugh and Mr. and Mrs. Bill 
Johnson followed the car, but soon 
lost sight of it. 
The couple was not 
seen again until after midnight. 
The relatives 
in 
the 
meantime 
made several trips to and from the 
Mayes home to see if the couple had 
returned. 
Finally, 
Mrs. 
Limbaugh 
drove to town and brought her hus­ 
band, Jim, home 
from work. 
That 
was about 9 o’clock. 
About 
midnight, 
Mrs. Limbaugh 
was awakened by a car which drove 
up in front of the house. 
She went 
to the door and asked “What do you 
want?” 
Pah handed her 
his 
watch 
and 
pocketbook without a word and drove 
away. 
Mrs. Limbaugh ran 
a 
few 
teps after the car and finally walk­ 
ed to the home of her mother. Mrs. 
Mayes, Mrs. Limbaugh and Mrs. Pab 
Jones returned 
to 
the 
Limbaugh 
house and awakened Jim, who had 
gone to sleep, feeling ill. 
“A few* minutes after I awoke, 
I 
heard the first shot”, Limbaugh tes­ 
tified, “and when I opened the door I 
h< ard the second". 
The group then 
started 
out 
to 
search for Jones and the 
girl 
and 
found both near the McClelland home 
on Murray Lane. 
The girl was dead 
when found, and Jones was groaning. 
The McClellands were awakened 
by 
Mrs. Limbaugh and called Dr. Ken- 
dig. 
Mrs. Limbaugh testified 
that tab 
fell October last, in Austin, Texas, 
and iuju.ed nis hip. 
He never fully 
recovered from the injury and was 
unable to work. 
She stated that any 
little thing made him mad, and that 
“when mad, he acted as if h* 
was 
crazy. Maymie made him mad in the 
Johnson kitchen by talking hack 
to 
him”. 
No motives were advanced during 
the inquest to show cause 
for 
the 
dual tragedy. 
The body of the girl was removed 
to the Welsh undertaking establish­ 
ment where the coroner’s jury 
first 
viewed it about 
7:30 
o’clock. 
The

tion shall be necessary to constitute 
a choice,” 
It was a foreg one conclusion that 
J ackson would run to succeed him­ 
self 
for 
a 
second 
term—though 
he 
previously 
had 
declared 
for 
but 
a 
sing le term; so from his standpoint, 
the purpose of the Baltimore cooven 
tion was merely to ratify ids choice 
of Martin Van Buren, his former sec­ 
retary of state, 
to be bis running- 
mate. 
“ Old 
Hickory ’s ” 
determination 
to 
see this consummation 
was all 
the 
stronger after the senate had reject­ 
ed his nomination of Van Buren to 
be United States minister 
to Great 
Britain. 
J ackson was determined to 
make the senators who had rejected 
Van Buren sit under him as their pre­ 
siding officer in the senate by virtue 
of his election to tiie vice presidency . 
“ Old Hickory ’s ” ex act reasons for 
g etting the two-thirds rule promulgat­ 
ed in this convention never were thor­ 
oughly plain. 
Probably he wanted to 
show his power and to "rub In” the 
fact that the minority in the party 
could not thwart his will. 
His pur­ 
pose was overwhelming ly carried out 
in the nomination of Van Buren for 
second place on the Democratic ticket

Gov. Hammill, opponent of the meas­ 
ure, for the Republican 
nomination 
for Senator. 
Indiana farmers voted 98 per cent

93 per cent and

cent, the poll managers reported. 
Michigan farmers voted

cent for signature, the

HE two-thirds rule Is a 
party 
practice os old as the instilution 
of 
Democratic 
nominating 
conven­ 
tions 
It wus at the first Democratic na­ 
tional 
convention 
at 
Baltimore 
in 
1832 that President Andrew Jacksou, 
then In firm mastery over tils party, 
proposed and secured adoption of the 
rule “tliut two-thirds of the whole 
number of the votes in the conven­ 
tion shall be necessary to constitute 
a choice." 
It was a foregone conclusion that 
Jucksou would run to succeed him­ 
self for a second term —though he 
previously had declared for 
hut 
a 
single term ; so from Ills standpoint, 
the purpose of the Buitltuore couven 
tion wus merely to rutlfy tils choice 
of Martin Van Buren, his former sec­ 
retary of state, to be his running 
mate. 
“Old 
Hickory's” determination 
to 
sea this consummation was all the 
stronger after the seuate had reject­ 
ed hla nomination of Van Buren to 
be United States minister to Great 
Britain. 
Jackson was determined to 
make the senators who bad rejected 
Von Buren sit under him as their pre­ 
siding officer In the senate by virtue 
of his election to the vice presidency. 
“Old Hickory's" exact reusons for 
getting the two-tlilrds rule promulgat­ 
ed In this convention never were thor­ 
oughly plain. 
Probably he wunted to 
show his power and to “rub In" the 
fact that the minority In the party 
could not thw art his will. 
His pur­ 
pose was overwhelmingly carried out 
in tho nomination of Van Buren for 
second, place on the Democratic ticket 


of 1&32 
But “Little Van,” after having suc­ 
ceeded Ills patron as President In the 
elect ion of 1830 und having gone down 
to defeat before the "singing Whigs” 
In »be “log cabin and hard elder cam­ 
paign” of 1840, found the two-thirds 
rule a cruel boomerang that knocked 
over his chnnees of mnnlnatlon In ■ 
subsoqiieut Democratic contention. 
Van Buren had a clear majority on 
the first ballot in 11»* Democratic con­ 
vention of 1S44. bin it was consider­ 
ably short ot two-thirds, and efforts 
of Ids supporters to suspend the two- 
thirds rule having failed, the nomina 
tion went to James K. Polk of Ten 
nessee as the first American dark 
horse candidate. 
The two-thirds 
rule 
had 
become 
firmly shackled around the neck of 
the party, and never since has been 
stricken off, though discussion of ab 
rogatlng It Is heard In nearly every 
Presidential election year. 
But for the rule, American history 
might have been different In several 
important periods. 
Thus for example. 
Champ Clark 
Instead of Woodrow 
Wilson would have been the nominee 
In 1912—with all the different possi­ 
bilities that would have meant for 
America and the world In the wartime 
ora. 
As significant qn Indirect result of 
the rule was the temporary wrecking 
of the Democrutlc party In isflo. When 
neither the northern wing of the party, 
backing Stephen A. Douglas, nor the 
southern proslavery wing could com 
mund two-thirds of the Charleston 
convention vote, the convention broke 
up. 
Two Democratic candidates rep­ 
resenting opposing factions were nom­ 
inated and divided th*- i»;»rty vote.

YOURDAIRY HERD 


It is said that moving picture stars 
! are assisted in their journey along 
tha road to fame by well-paid pub- 
; licity agents. 
Without any such artificial aid the 
bull has become famous in the public 
mind. 
First 
a well-known 
tobacco 
| manufacturer named his product af- 
jter the bull and dotted the landscape 
with huge 
billboards 
depicting 
a 
, magnificent animal challenging 
the 
! world. 
In recent 
years 
the 
expression 
| “throwing the bull” and other 
ver­ 
sions of the same thing 
have 
been 
added to our rapidly growing vocab­ 
ulary of slang terms. 
In dairying the bull 
is 
a serious 
factor, so much so that the success or 
failure of a herd may easily rest on 
! the proper selection of a sire, 
i 
Experiments have shown 
that 
a 
! pure-bred bull when serviced 
with 
| scrub cows will 
produce 
daughters 
whose milk production 
will 
exceed 
1 that of their mothers by one-third to 
one-half. There are countless records 
j at experiment stations to prove this. 
Second generation 
cows 
from 
the 
same or equally high-grade sires will 
likewise show big increases in milk 
production. 
In selecting a bull be sure to look 
into his parentage. 
Remember it is 
the blood line that counts for every­ 
thing. 
Do not be deceived by 
the 
fact that his mother has a big 
milk 
record. 
She may be an exception in 
a herd of cows from the 
same 
sire 
whose average production is low. Ex­ 
perience shows that a dam will trans­ 
mit the characteristics of her family, 
not alone of herself. 
So if possible, 
know the record of the young bull’s 
ancestors at least 
two 
generations 
back. 
According to a 
well-known 
law, 
one-half of the characteristics of an 
animal or human being come 
from 
the male and the other half from the 
female. 
But 
in 
discussing 
those 
characteristics keep 
ir. 
mind 
that 
they are an accumulation from many 
ancestors, in other w ds. they are 
family, not individual, traits. There­ 
fore when you u-c one bull in a herd, 
which is usually the case, and he 
is 
mated with all the cows, one-half of 
the charr ‘.eristics of all the calves 
come from the sire. 
In other words, 
the bull is half the herd, for better or 
worse. 
We have in mind the record of one 
bull which had a very good pedigree. 
But most of the daughters from this 
bull were failures. 
They averaged 
nearly 1600 pounds of milk a id 
70 
pounds of butterfat a year less than 
their mothers. 
Think 
of 
the 
loss 
that meant to the owner of the herd, 
since the cost of feeding, milking and 
marketing was the same. 
In the last twenty years we 
nave 
seen the co-operative bull association 
movement successfully introduced in 
this country. 
The idea is borrowed 
from Europe. A group of farmers or 
dairymen get together and form 
an 
association for the purpose of buying 
and maintaining a pure-bred bull. In 
this way owners of small herds, who 
could not possibly afford to own 
a 
good bull, have the advantage of the 
best.

the majority are slow and uncertain.
